Dr. William Darmitl. presi- 
dent of the Heart Council of 
Lake County, a dixisiou of 
the Chicago Heart Associa- 
tion, said the statists show 
there is still a long fight 
ahead to conquer cardiovas- 
cular diseases.

11 
should be said at (his point 
that most automobile .dealers 
are honest and employ ethi- 
cal sales practices; and when 
"gyp operators" arc referred 
to. It must be remembered 
that this Is only a small per- 
centage of those who ou'guge 
in the automobile busine/wi ■ 
"A customer expresses if 
desire to boy a certain cny. ; 
If he wants to buy it on time, 
the dealer will lake his credit 
application Generally spea Ic- 
ing, when the prospect ap- 
pears lo have weak credit, no 
mention is made of (he need 
for a cosigner if credit is re- 
fused. 

However, the salesman will 
insist that a "bill of sale" ho 
drawn before (he customer 
leaves ihe lot. St a inlaid 
forms which are used most 
frequently lire printed on 
hoi th sides. Many custom- 
ers arc nol aware of this. 

An unethical dealer' may 
then insist that the consumer 
take (he car and use il while 
a credit check is being made. 
When credit is refused, ihe 
dealer will retain Ihe deposit 
of $25 lo S300 as "deprecia- 
tion" on the car. Unwilling- 
ly, many sign their names to 
contracts which actually per- 
mit the dealer to retain I heir 
deposit or their trade-in car 
as "liquidated damages" If 
credit is refused. 

Consumers may also be 
victimized by an operator 
who is using a certain car aa 
a leader, taking deposits 
rrom many whose credit is 
questionable. 

Only Ihe dealer slands to 
gain from sueh transactions. 
In fact, fhe dealer can't lose 
— if credit is ' refused, ihe 
dealer will retain the deposit. 
If credit is approved, he has 
bis normal profit from the 
sale of Ihe car. Me then 
seeks out another good lead- 
er to use as "window dress- 
ing" on the car lot and as a 
"come on" in adverlisenienK. 
Some dealers have been 
known to sell the same ear 
several limes a monlh. re- 
taining Ihe deposit in each 
instance. 

What do I advise? To 
avoid being taken, demand a 
conditional sales eon! met 
which notes the amount you 
deposited. My law the eon- 
sumer Is entitled to a copy 
of any retail inslallmenl con- 
tract. Make sure that Ihe 
salesman writes across tho 
face of the contract words 
to the effect that it is void 
and (he deposit wijl be re- 
turned if credit is not ap- 
proved. Above all. don't 
take the car from the lot 
until the transaction has been 
completed. 

Used car lots can be set up 
and abandoned as quickly as 
those for Christmas tree 
sales. Fraudulent operators

Tips From The 
Tackle Box 

By B. F. Gladding 



TRAILING PIKE TRICK 

When a hig Northern Pike 
trains your spoon right up to 
the boat, don't try the oft 
recommended stunt of swish- 
ing your hire through a figure 
eight with the rod tip. Since 
you're visible, to the fish, 
your body motions will spook 
him nine times out of ton. 

Instead, sit completely mo- 
tionless and release the han- 
dle of your casting reel — or 
open tlie ball if you're spin 
fishing. Your spoon will 
promptly head for bottom on 
a free line, ami it will dart 
rand, flutter on the way down. 
The pike, if you haven't 
frightened him, will usually 
follow 11 down. As the sink- 
ing spoon picks up speed its 
darting motion will increase 
accordingly, which- will be 
duly noted by the watching 
pike. When the lure's ac- 
tion becomes sufficiently pro- 
nounced the fish is likely to 
rip in and belt It. 

Selling the hooks under 
these etreu instances calls for 
hair-trigger reflexes, so stay 
alive! You'll see a sudden 
flash when the pike pounces, 
and that's the signal to snuh 
down and prod it to him. But 
don't make the mistake of 
trying to hold him close. 
When you hook a big north- 
ern on only a few feet of 
line you promptly have a 
mlghtly rambunctious critter 
on your hands, and if you 
refuse him line when he takes 
off something Is sure to bust.
